MILK''  are  granted  by  the  Hunts, County  Council, 

TEH  producers  in  the  district  have  been  granted  these  licences.  On 
the  whole  the  milk  supply  in  the  district  is  satisfactory.  Luring 
the  ys.ar  RCRTY-SIK  SixilPLES  have  been  sent  by  me  to  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  exa.minat ion.  Of  this 
number  thirty  were  entirely  satisfactory  but  si:;teen  were  not. 


Seven  rinsings  from  churns  or  bottles  said  to  have  been  sterilised 
were  also  sent  to  the  laboratory.  Only  two  of  these  were  sterilised 
I  do  not  think  that  sufficient  care  to  sterilise  churns  and  bottles 
is  taken,  I  have  found  samples  of  milk  said  to  have  been  pasteurised 
to  contain  E'-xCILLUS  GOLI  -  this,  I  feel  sure,  was  due  to  the  milk 
being  put  into  a  bottle  vHiich  had  not  been  properly  sterilised,
